come Slept, the Admiral Drops 
the Olympia’s Anchor in 
New York Harbor. 


A SINGLE FORT BELCHED A SIGNAL 
OF THE NAVAL HERO’S HOME COMING. 


All Are Well on Board; the Admiral Will Not Come Ashore Until 
the Hour Arranged For His Reception; Thcre Will Bz 
No Radical Change in Programme of Parades 
and Demonsiration in His Honor. 


VEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Admiral Dewey explains why he arrived ahead of 
time. 
Admiral Dewey slept restless last night and at 2 o'clock this morning his 
servant told him that the: lights of the Jersey coast were in sight. The Admiral 
got up and looked through a porthole at the far specs of brightness—his first 
view in 23 months of American shores. The Olympia slowed up to quarter 
speed and at dawn pilot boat No. 7 was spoken and put a pilot aboard. The 
flagship dropped anchor inside Sandy Hook about 7:30, within 200 yards of the 
ship channel, and not far from the moorings of the Shamrock and other craft 
of Sir Thomas Lipton’s squadron. The 23,000 mile voyage was ended at last. 

“t's mighty good to be home,” said the Adimral to the reporter of the 
sociated Press, who went aboard. 

“IT know that I am a little ahead of the schedule,” he continued, “but as 
the weather looked trifle squally, I thought it better to lie inside the Hook 
than outside. 

Capt. Lamberton, Lieut. Brumby and I considered whether we had better 
cruise down toward Hampton Roads or come inside at once. The lafter we 
thought the better thing to do, and so here the Olympia is. Officially, though, 
I] am not yet arrived.” 

The Admiral sent telegrams to the Secretary of the Navy and to Gen. Butter-. 
field, announcing his arrival. The Admiral spent most of the forenoon reading: 
papers and in talking to the repoorters. 

The Admiral pleasantly evaded the iquiries that touched on political or mili- 
tary questions in the Philippines. Sir Thomas Lipton Dr. Mackay and others 
on Sir Thomas Lipton’s entourage called as Admiral Dewey finished his mid-day 
breakiast.

CITIZENS SURPRISED EVEN AS 
MONTOJO WAS ON MAY 1, 1898 


But the Plans of the Post-Dispatch Worked Like a}- 


Charm, Towns Were Notified, Cannon 
Boomed, Bells Were Rung and 
Whistles Shrieked.

Admiral Dewey sailed into St. Louis Tues- 
day morning just as he sailed into the har- 
bor of Manila on the morning of May 1, 
1898—without warning. 

But it didn’t take the patriots of this city 
as long to wake up to his presence as !t did 
the Spaniarda 

When the word flashed into the Post- 
Dispatch office that the Olympia had been 
sighted outside New York harbor, it was 
sent on to the hundreds of towns that had 
requested the Post-Dispatch to notify them 
of his arrival, the Mayor was notified, the 
fire-belis began to ring, and then every 
whistle in town turned loose, making 4 
clanging, shrieking welcome for the great 


Admiral. 

At 10 o'clock the first gun of the salute 
boomed from the top of the hill which 
stand the Armory of Light Battery A, and 
sixteen others followed at intervals of ex- 
actly 30 seconds. 

Although the Admiral took the country 
by parpriee, the welcome was none the less 
hearty for that. 

The telegrams notifying the towns on 
the Post-Dis tch Mst were on the wire be- 
fore eight o'clock. The Mayor was noti- 
fied at the same time. A few moments later 
the fire alarm gongs struck twelve times as 
a signal to the companies to ring their belis. 
Then the whistles joined the uproad. The 
noise from the whistles was greatest along 
Mill Creek Valley, where hundreds of loco- 
motives joined the factories in increasing 
the din. 

In the midst of the noise of the bells and 
the whistles, the reverberating of 
the gun on the Armory hill was plainly dis- 
tinguishable, as Lieut. E. B. o and his 
little company, hastily collected, fired it 
with the pesutarity of clockwork. 

Lieut. Eno had laid aa to fire the ga- 
lute in style at City all Square, Thurs- 
day. He had picked the most proficient 
men in the battery for this patriotic serv- 
ice and they had orders to report in spick 
and span condition. The arrival of the 
Admiral two days ahead of time spoiled 
these plans. But Lieut. Eno always knows 
where to place his hand on enough men 
to serve a gun and when the Post-Dis- 
patch notified him of the Olympia’s arrival 
early Tuesday morning he didn’t lose an 
instant in notifying enough men to fire the 
salute at the Armory. here was not time 
to get horses and enough men to take the 
guns to City Hall Square, 

The LIdeutenant left home without his 
breakfast. His first thought was to notify 
First Sergeant MacGinnitle and instruct 
him to notify enough men to serve a couple

Lieut. Eno then hurried to the Armory, 
Grand avenue and Hickory street, Felix 
ilkinson, who sleeps at the Armory, was 

on nd, and he at once prepared the am- 
munition and with the assistance of the 
Lieutenant, who bore a hand like a pri- 
vate, and Eas W. Tillson, the guns were run 
out and prepared for service. 

Before 10 o'clock, Sergt. MacGinnitie, Jo- 
seph Jennerman and Chouteau Scott had 
arrived, making six men. Lieut. Eno de- 
cided not to wait longer, but to fire the 
salute with one gun. 

While these preparations for the salute 
were going forward, Dewey, a black-and- 
tan bull terrier, which is the common prop- 
erty of the artillerymen in the battery, 
stood by and watched the proceedings with 
a great deal of interest. He was very brave 
so long eas he didn’t know what was go- 
ing to happen. But at the sound of the 
first n, wey belied his name and tuck- 
ing his tail between his legs sought ref- 
uge from the terrifying sound under a box 
in the darkest corner of the quarters. 

Promptly at 10 o'clock Lieut, Eno as- 
signed the men to their places. He acted

and stripes flew from windows and flag- 
staffs all over town. Pictures of Dewey 
appeared in windows. Small boys brought 
out their tin horns and lent their lung pow- 
er to the general uproar. 
St. Louis could not welcome the Admiral 
in person, but it could and did sound a wel- 
come with its lungs, its whistles, its belis 
and its guns. The demonstration was a 
Spontaneous expression of joy at the safe 
arrival of the man who has done more 
than any other to make the United States 
respected on the sea.

CORRECTS A MISSTATEMENT IN A 
LETTER TO PINGREE. 


Congress, the Attorney-General De- 
clares, Has No Power to Regu- 
late Business Carried on Whol- 

ly Within One State. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2%.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Griggs has written the following reply 
to a letter recently received from Goy. Pin- 
gree of Michigan: 

“I am in receipt of your letter of the 
Zist inst., asking me to send ydu a copy of 
my ‘opinion to the effect that under the 
Constitution of the United States Congress 
cannot enact a law which would be effective 
in suppressing trusts, so-called.’ In reply 
I beg to say that I have never rendered 
either officially or unofficially any opinion 


of this kind. On the contrary, this de 
partment has been engaged in bringing nu- 
merous suits in the United States courts 
under the Sherman act of July 2, 1890, en- 
titled, ‘An act to protect trade and com- 
merce against unlawful restraints and mo- 
nopolies,’ in several of which cases, noto- 
riously that against the Transmissouri 
Freight Association, 166 U. S., 290. and that 
against the Joint Traffic Association, 171 U. 
S., 505, the result has been the suppression 
by decree of the court of the offending 
agreement or association. 

You may possibly have reference to a 
letter of mine to a private citizen, pub- 
lished several months ago in the news- 
papers, wherein I[ called attention to the 
fact that the only jurisdiction that Congress 
has over combinations or contracts in re- 
straint of trade, was in relation to those 
which directly affected interstate commerce. 
That this is true, and that this is the full 
extent of the Sherman trust act, you will 
ascertain by reading the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court in the case 
of Hopkins ve. the United States, 171 U. S.., 
578, and the case of the United States vs. 
E. C. Knight Co., 156 U. S.. 1. 

“You are, doubtless, aware that it is not 
the right or function of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to interfere with business trasac- 
tions carried on within the several States, 
except upon some ground expressly author- 
ized by the constitution. Congress can reg- 
ulate directly that which we understand 
by ‘interstate commerce,’ but it has no 
power to regulate or control business or 
commerce carried on wholly within the 
limits of a State. 

“TI have called 
matters, not because I assume that you 
are ignorant of them, for you doubtless 
understand them well, but only in order to 
explain to you that I have not given, and 
could not possibly have given, any opinion 
of the purport expressed in your letter.’

James Campbell, the representative of 
the minority stockholders in the Broaiway 
Cable Line, returned Tuesday after an ab- 
sence of a week, during which time the 
affairs of. his associates have been in a 
state of suspense. He said Tuesday morn- 
ing that there was nothing new to report; 
that the United Railways Company 
had not accepted the last proposition :naue 
by the minority and that no answer had 
been received to it. 

It was learned on the outside that the 
United Company at its’tast meétinzg had 
had the matter under codnsiieration, Sut 
had adjourned sine die without acting upon 
it. Word was sent that it would nut De 
accepted, but the minority asked that it 
be considered further, and it is still in 
statu quo. 

The difference between the minority 
stockholders of this line and the Consoli- 
dated Company is less than $30,000. it is as- 
serted, and as one man said Tuesday, “‘lt 
seems :like a small thing for the United 
Company to haggle over.’" If the big com- 
pany does not buy out the smaller storck- 
holders, it will have to maintain a sep- 
arate corporation for the Broadway line, 
with a full set of books, and all earnings 
on that line will have to be kept apart 
from the rest of the system, and’ the 
stockholders will be paid on the earnings 
of that line alone. 

It would seem that the Browns would 
rather turn over to the United Company a 
complete system, but they can deposit 
their holdings with the trustee under the 
mortgage instead of selling the line under 
the mortgage, if they so desire, and give 
the buyers the control of the road, though 
not the full ownership, just the same.’ 

UNDER ARREST IN CHICAGO. 
J. F. Brady Charged With Conducting 
a Lottery. 

J. F. Brady was arrested in Chicago Mon- 
day -by the Federal authorities on the 
charge of running a lottery, but he will be 
tried in this city if he can be extradited.

Mary Shields Fired a Bullet 
Into Wm. E. Sullivan. 


HIS .CONDITION IS SERIOUS. 


WOMAN REGRETS SHE DID NOT 
KILL HIM. 


He Is a Motorman and She Cahrges 
Him With Being the Father of 
Her Six-Months’ Old 
Baby. 


When Willlam E. Sullivan courted the 
affection of ‘Miss ‘Mary Shields he did not, 
perhaps, realize that some day there must 
come a severance of their relations. And 
then her love turned to hate, and Mary 
Shields sought to kill him. 

The attempted murder occurred Monday 
evening on a Southern Electric car at Sev- 
enth and Mullanphy streets, as told in an 
extra edition of the Post-Dispatch. In her 
arms the woman held a six-month-old 
baby of whom she claims Sullivan is the 
father. 

She fired the shot as Sullivan was about 
to start his car. The bullet entered his 
right hip and ranged downward. He is 
now at the City Hospital. His condition 
is serious. 

Sullivan is 30 years old and has worked 
for the Southern Electric Rallway Com- 
pany nearly ten years. 

Mary Shields boarded at 1721 South Ninth 
street. She is a daughter of Geurge 
Shields, a carpenter of Falmouth, Ky. She 
has lived in St. Louis about nine years. 
The woman is now a prisoner in Matron 
Kemper’s apartments at the Four Courts, 
Though she declares she is 29, she looks 
much older. She lacks refinement or beau- 
ty, and her manner does not create a fa- 
vorable impression. 

“I hope Sullivan may die before night,’ 
she said to the ‘Post-Dispatch. ‘‘He is a 
wretch and I am sorry I did not kill him 
outright. 

“The courts wouldn’t help me and I de- 
termined to take the law into my own 
hands. 

“IT became acquainted with Sullivan three 
years ago. At the time I boarded at the 
same house where he was on South Broad- 
way. I left there after a week and did 
not eee Sullivan until a year later. He 
then asked permission to call on. me and it 
was granted. 

“He promised to marry me. He kept put- 
ting me off all the time and finaliy jilted me. 

“Last March the baby was born and I 
sent word to Sullivan that | wanted to see¢ 
him. I told him that as it was as much 
his child as mine he ought to help mé sup- 
port it. Instead of sympathy he. heaped 
curses ‘on me and declared he would not 
give me a penny. Thoughts of avenging 
the wrong he had done me then entered 
my mind, but I wae advised to go to the 
courts and enter a breach of promise suit 
against him. The petition was filed last 
spring. It was for $10,375 damages. 

“For spite Sullivan gewore out 
summons against me, saying I had. dis- 
turbed his peace. That was more than I 
could stand. ‘I will settle with him one 
way or the other,’ I said to myself as 
left the house. I got an his car at Barry 
etreet, and, while we were riding uptewn, 
Ll asked the conductor if he wouldn't tell 
Sullivan I wished to speak to him. Sul- 
ivan wouldn't come inside and so I waited. 
When he again refused, at Howard street, 
and the conductor went away I Shot him. 
If he hadn't grabbed me and beaten me 
over the head with the pistol I would 
have put other bullets in his body, for I 
shot to kill, and my one regret is that I 
didn't succeed,.’”’ 

Sullivan ie a handsome young fellow. He 
has dark, curly hair and blue eyes. He is 
Fadiucated and his manners are polished. 

{t is not surprising that Mary Shields 
eared for him. 

‘I didn’t promise to marry Mary Shields,”’ 
he said. “because I knew she had met other 
men long before she knew me. Then she 
stopped about a week at the boarding house 
and as she got too familiar with me lI left 
there. I did not see her until a year after- 
ward, She got on the car every day for a 
week, inviting me to call on her. 


Rut others were all the while calling to see 


er. 
“Since the child was born, she has per- 
secuted me. She would get On my car and 
holding the baby in her arms would say: 
“There's your papa on the platform; he 
doesn’t want to be called your dad, but he 
< , 


“She told me she was about 3 years old 
and I know she is the father of a 10-year- 
old boy. now living with her parents jn 
Kentucky. I certainly shall prosecute her.”’ 

Fred Ohl, 1502 Menard street, was well ac- 
quainted with Sullivan and Mary Shields 
and lived next door to the latter for over 
a year. He 6ays: 

‘Mary Shields claimed she was caring for 
the child of which she asserts Sullivan was 
the father and that she was only keeping it 
for another woman, I saw other men vigit- 
ing the woman from time to time.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—It can be stated 
on the best of authority that it has been 
definitely settled by the Repwbliztina State 
leaders to support Lieutenant-Governor 
Timothy L. Woodruff for the Vice-Presi- 
dential nomination. 

“Elihu Root is a good man,’’ said Senator 
Piatt, “but I do not believe he will accept 
the nomination for Vice-President. Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Woodruff is also a good man 
and it is possible that the Nghtning -may 
strike him. Gov. Roosevelt has positively 
declined to be a candidate for the Vice- 
Presidency. The Governor would like to be 
a candidate for President in 1904. 

“It is admitted that Vice-President Ho- 
bart will not be the nominee of the Re- 
publican party in 1900 for the Vice-Presi- 
dency. His physical condition is the reason 
for this. It was this knowledge of Vice- 
President Hobart’s condition that led to the 
talk in political circles a few days ago of 
the probable nomination of Gov. Roose- 
velt for the Vice-Presidency. But the Gov- 
ernor will not accept the nomination. He 
has made up his mind if he runs for any 
office in 1900 it will be for Governor. 

The political slate with reference to his

‘1900, Governor; 1904° President.”

STORY TOLD BY ENGLISHMEN. 


They Say That Three American §ol- 
diers Captured by Filipinos Have 
Joined the Insurgents. 


MANILA, Sept. 26.—The two Englishmen, 
who assert that they were shipwrecked ina 
small open boat near Bigan, at the northern 
end of Luzon, brought a message from the 
insurgent General, Pantellon Garcia, that 
14 American prisoners, who are now held at 
Tarlaca, will be released on Tuesday or 
Wednesday. 

The delay in releasing the prisoners, as 
promised several days ago, is due to the 
fact that the Filipinos wish to furnieh the 


men with new clothing when they set them 
free. The Englishmen state further that 
iieut. J. C. Giitlmore and the captured 
boat’s crew from the Yorktown are still 
at Bigan, but wfll be released later in ac- 
cordance with the decision of the F:lipino 
Congress and. the subsequent decree of 
Aguina.do providing for the surrender of 
all American prisoners. 

The admitted purpose of the Filipinos in 
thus freeing the Americans is to impress 
foreign powers. 

The Englishmen say that Lieut. Glillmore 
and his men are not being treated well. 
They are only receiving B® cents day 
each for rations. 

The released Englishmen assert that three 
Americans who were taken prisoner have 
accepted commissions in the insurgent 
army. One of the three is said to have been 
a sergeant, but his regiment is unknown: 
another is said to have been a corporal in 
the California regiment, while the third is 
a neero. 

Five officers of the Japanese Army are 
assisting the insurgents in their war prepar- 
ations. 

The Filipino authorities sent word that 
no trace can be found of Capt. Rockefeller 
of the Ninth Infantry, who disappeared in 
April and was supposed to have been cap- 
tured. 

The railroad bridges in insurgent territory 
have been washed out, especially the one at 
Bandan, above Taralac, and the insurgents 
are having difficulty in supplying the troops 
in the immediate front of the American 
line. 

The insurgent army has a heterogenous 
supply of arms. Sometimes there are four 
types of rifles to a regiment. 

The main resistance to the American ad- 
vance is to be made at Taralac. 

On the way to the American lines the 
Englishmen were taken on a Wide detour in 
the insurgent front and were thus unable 
to see the rebel defenses, Wich are re. 
puted to be strong.

A strong impression prevails that when 
he gives his opinion it will not be favor- 
able to Gen. Otis. There is to be a con- 
ference at the White House soon, at, which 
the President will meet the Admiral and 
the Philippine Commission and will, it is 
said, at that conference may result in: some 
alterations In the military policy in the 
Philippines.

HARRY HAWES’ DEFENSE. 


HE SAYS THE POLICE BOARD HAS 
NO MONEY. 


Claims Arrests Cannot Be Made Until 
After Officers Have Bought 
Pool for Evidence 


President Harry B. Hawes of the Police 
Board holds the municipal officials respon- 
sible for the failure of the department to 
prevent pool-selling in St. Louis He says 
it ia next to impossible to make 
against such offenders without the expendi- 
ture of money, and because of the refusal 
of the city officers to allow the departmen! 
the money it asks, there is none available. 
-Mr. Hawes says in order to secure evi- 
dence against “‘bookies’’ it is necessary for 
the officers to purchase pool tickets. The 
department has no contingent fund for this 
purpose. 

Mr. Hawes defends the inactivity of the 
department in the following statement 
“The Police Department is in a very em- 
barrassing situation, owing to the fact that 
it cannot secure its usual allowance of se- 
cret service money from the city officials. 
The only way possible to make cases 
against the bookmakers and band- 
book men Is to have officers in the depart- 
ment, or others, play the races by buying 
pools, and thus secure evidence upon which 
to base applications for warrants and In 
securing evidence for convictions. 
“Not only is this so, but we 
money with which to send for criminals 
who have left the State, or to expend in 
any one of ® different ways, where it be- 
comes neecssary to use money in ferreting 
out and detecting crime. 
‘The poolrooms are opening up in the city 
and the hands of our officers are tied 
through their {nability to proceed in mak- 
ing cases, There seems to be no substan- 
tial reason for the withholding of this 
eee as it does not call into question the 
validity of the new law, and has, appa- 
rentiy, nothing to do with that controversy. 
The rea] question before the Supreme Court 
Is whether the Police Department have 
right to an increase under the new 
In the matter of this secret service, 
owever, no itnerease asked for, and it 
would not affect the case in the Supreme 
Court in any particular. 
“The indifference with which the city of- 
ficitals having this matter in charge -view 
the public disorder and violation of the law 
which can only be stopped by the usual 
method of making cases, is quite in keeping 
with the partisan spirit in which the whole 
police controversy has been conducted, Ev- 
ery resource and expedient possible for the 
department to resort to will be used 
stop pool-selling in St. Louis, but if 
proper money to secure evidence to make 
convictions is refused us and the courts 
will not convict, the task may be exceed- 
ingly difficult.’

Referring to your article in yesterday's 
Post-Dispatch, regarding the possibility of 
a street car strike In St. Louis, I would like 
to ask that in the Interests of business, 
and the many thousands of working men 
and women in St. Louls you use the in- 
fluence of your widely circulated paper to 
prevent it.

TWO CONTESTS . PENDING. 


Proposed Change in the Constitution 
of the Order and a Spirited Fight 
Over Secretary and Treasurer. 


There will be two very pretty contests— 
that is, one spirited election and one bitter 
fight—during the twenty-fourth annual con- 
vention of the United States Railway Mail 
Mutual Benefit Association, which 
— opened at 11 o’clock Tuesday morning 
at the Southern Hotel. 

The bitter fight will be over a question of 
changing the constitution and by-laws of 
the association; the spirited election will 
be for the office of secretary and treasurer. 

Under the existing rules the members of 
the organiaztion are graded A, B, C and D. 
Members in grade A are under 30 years of 
age; members in grade B are over 3 and 
under 40; in grade C from # to #, and In 
grade ID over 60. The members of each 
Frade are required to pay in proportion to

their age, the youngest paying the least 
and the highest paying the most. It is pro- 
posed to so change the constittufon that 
members will pay according to their age at 
the time of payment, inetead of according 
to their age at the time of their joining che 
arsociation. This the younger members 


of the association regard as an attempt [0 
force them to eventually pay as much as 
the most aged members are paying now, 
and to deprive them of the benefit of hav- 
ing joined the order when it and they were 
young. ‘They are prepared to fight it and 
while they are fighting the measure they 
will also make a little war on the men who 
advocate it. It is said to be the purpose of 
the opposition to the change to deprive 
every member of the other side of any of- 
fice of honor and trust he may hold always 
provided that they win their fight. 

Some members of the opposition claim 
that underlying the plan to change the con- 
stitution is a purpose to put the association 
or. the same footing as regular insurance 
companies, 

As it stands, railway mall clerks get a

SHOE LASTERS 
HAVE STRUCK 


Workmen of the Brown Shoe 
Co. Have Quit Work. 


CLAIM DIFFERENCE IN WAGES. 


THEY APPREHENDED A GENERAL 
REDUCTION. 


Company Foreman Says the Strike Is 
Unreasonable and That the Places 
of the Strikers Will Be 
Promptly Filled. 


The lasters in Factory No. 8 of the 
Brown Shoe Company on Thirteenth street, 
between Cass avenue and Mullanphy street, 
are ona strike. There are only fifteen of 
them, but they claim they will be able 
to influence others to leave their benches 
ff the company does not accede to thetr 
demands. 

Their grievance, according to a statement 
of their committee, is that the company 
has been employing men in their depart- 
ment on a variable scale of wages, paying 


cigha peay ba and some another.” They 
el Bhey had evidence that thia pro- 
ceeding would éventually result In a sweep- 
ing reduction *of wages to a point where 


the fen would hardly be able to make a 


living. They say they struck, therefore, 
rather than be confronted by. such a con- 
dition. 

On the other hand, Superintendent Fogg 
of the factory declares that, so far as he 
knows, the men have no grievance that is 
reasonable. He says the same scale of 
wages still prevails in their work that was 
in operation before they went out and that 
the company ‘has no intention of maki a 
‘cut. He mits he does not pay all his 
men the same price, but says all experi- 
enced men receive compensation on ‘the 
same scale. Only the beginners, he says, 
get variable prices. 

The walkout of the men has not caused 
the factory to suspend operations. All the 
machines are going and the company has 
announced that its work will not be inter- 
fered with materially. Lasters to take the 
places of the dissenters have been adver- 
tised for and Superintendent Fogg says he 
believes he will have all he wants before 
Wednesday morning. 

The trouble between the company and its 
lasters began about two weeks ago, but it 
did not become critical until Friday. J. E. 
Cook, one of the leaders in the strike, has 
given out the following statement of the 
circumstances leading up to it: 

“About two weeks ago, we discovered 
that the same prices were not being paid 
for all the work done in our room. We old 
men who had been on the bench a long 
time were receiving 3 cents for plain toe 
pull-over work and 3% cents for cap toe 
work. The new men taken into che shop 
frcm time to time were bosng paid 2 and 2% 
eents for the same work. ey were sll 
experienced men, too. When we avvciden- 
tally discovered that this system provailed. 
we immediately investigated and learned 
that the men had been hired on the state- 
ment that the wages they received was 
the soale in vogue in the office. 

“We wished to avoid trouble, if possible. 
80 we made complaint to the formean that 
we did not think the new men were be- 
ing treated right. We were told we had 
been misinformed and we let the agitation 
' drop, preferring to allow the case to more 
an te evyelop before proceeding definitely 


*“"We were satiefied all the time that the 
foreman’s intention was eventually to sup- 
plant us mae penced men with the new 
cheap men. We regarded this as proven last 
Friday when some new work, inuch more 
difficult than we had been doing, was ziv- 
en to one of the old men. He eaid he could 
not do it for the old price, whereupon he 
was told that that was all the cumpany 
had for him to do. This was cquivaient to 
a discharge. This alarmed us, and we 
took measures for self-protection. We drew 
up_a scale of wages for all kinds of work 
ana demanded that the company agree to 
allow it to operate on every person in the 
factory. The foreman declined to consid- 
er this scale and we quit. 
. “We have the sympathy of our fellow- 
workers, and think they will come out 
with us if our scale is not agreed to. in 
th’s scale we ask a smali increase in wages 
for cértain kinds of work. The increases 
are reasonable. Under the old scale it was 
impossible for a laster to make more than 
& week, and few made that. And yet 
the company wishes to cut us evea lower. 
It is unjust and we will not suomit. Every 
factory in town is paying more.” 
/ “I was eurprised when the men quit,” 
waid Superintendent Fogg. ‘Ir ihe have 
apy grievance I don’t know of it. can't 
scuss the trouble, because | know of 
The men have always been treated 
t. no reduction of wages was con- 
t .

BROWN BROS. SUBSCRIPTIONS TO 
PAID IN OCTOBER. 


FROM SALES OF GOLD BONDS. 


It Is Rumored That Between Two and 
Three Million Dollars Are to Be 
Received by St. Louis Holders. 


It is reported in financial circles in St. 
Louis, and the report comes from sources 
deemed abs@lutely reliable, that the first 
payments on Brown Bros.’ subscriptions 
will be made early in October, sometime be- 
fore the middle of the month. The pay- 
ments, it is asserted, will be from the sales 
of the $45,000,000 in 4 per cent gold bonds, 
which the plan of the United Rallways 
Co. provided for. The amount of money 
this will put in circulation x 3 7 city Is 
estimated at from $2,000,000 

The Brown Bros.’ pian pare Mh ied this: 
All subscribers to the consolidation were is- 
sued certificates, calling for certain 
amounts in bonds of the United States 
Rallways Co. and other amounts in commvn 
and preferred stock. These securities were 
to be issued to Brown Bros., who were to 
act as brokers in the deals, and they were 
either to be distributed to the certificate 
ho.ders by them, after provision was made 
for the payments for the street railways 
acquired and the sum set aside for main- 
tenance, to the certificate holders, or they 
might be sold not below a price fixed and 
the proceeds turned over to the certificate 
holders, after Brown Bros. had taken out 
their percentage. The securities were _sub- 
scribed for through the St. Louis Trust 
Co., and hy $10,000,000 worth were placed 
in this c ity. 

These securities have not been issued yet, 
the plan giving Brown Brothers till April 
1 next to carry out the scheme. The bonds 
will be ready for issue from the engrav- 
ers about the middle of next month, and it 
is the sale of these and the payment of the 
cash to the certificate holders that it is de- 
c.ared will be the next move in the Street 
Railway deal. 

Whitaker & Hodgman, the repreeentatives 
of Brown Brothers in this city, will neither 
affirm nor deny the report. They declare 
they have nothing to say on the subject, 
which is their usual policy in regard to ali 
reports concerning the Street Railway con- 
solidation. But a man close on the inside 
of the unification deals said Tuesday that 
while he was not able to state that this 
povecnees was in contemplation, it would

Wilkinson, ex- oF eaathoas of the Business 
Men's League; W. Fieming, Mayor of 
‘Webster Groves; N. D. Thompson, Louis 
W. Post, W. L. Blackman an others. 
Several of the promotors were at Clay- 
ton Tuesday, but they denied they had any 
informat.on as to what action the County 
Court had taken fn the premises.
